EQUAL IN STATUS TO OTHER LOCAL PROMOTIONAL AGENCIES SUCH AS

CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE

WHEREAS, the Planning Department wishes to raise awareness of the First Wilderness Heritage

Corridor Program, a program which represents eight (8) communities along the Upper Hudson River:

Corinth and Hadley in Saratoga County, and Chester, Johnsburg, Lake Luzerne, Stony Creek, Thurman and

Warrensburg in Warren County, now, therefore, be it

RESOLVED, that the Warren County Board of Supervisors hereby state that the First Wilderness

Heritage Corridor Program shall be considered as equal in status to other local promotional agencies such

as Chambers of Commerce, and fees charged for promotional services shall be waived similar to Chambers

of Commerce in the future. 
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
